The court was told how the Amer- 
ican Malting Company had been organized 
on Sept. 28, 1897, with a capital of $30,000,- 
oo, half of which was in 7 per cent. cumu- 
lative preferred stock; how eight quarterly 
cividends had been paid, amounting to al- 
most $2,000,000, and how two weeks after 
the payment of the October, 1899, dividend 
the minutes of _ Directors showed that 
the company had outstanding obligations 
mounting to almost $3,000,000, that no 
more temporary loans could be raised, al- | 
,though more working capital was needed, 
and finally that mortgage bonds were issued 
for $4,000,000 at a cost to the company of 
$400,000. . 

Out .of this mortgage grew much litiga- 
tion, Moore & Schley, the promdters, were }| 
accused of having made a secret profit out | 
of the original stock issue, but the Ap- } 
pellate Division held that there had been 
no secret profit.

The will was dated 
Sept. 8 1903. Letters of administration 
were granted to two brothers, Daniel B. 
Wentz of Wyncote, ‘Penn., and John L. 
Wentz of this city. 

After devising two lots 
houses at Big Stone Gap, Va., to Louisa T. 
Wentz, his sister-in-law, all household 
furniture, pictures, and books to John L. 
Wentz, and all jewelry, horses, dogs, guns, 
and other personal effects to Daniel B. 
Wentz, the residue of the estate is be- 
queathed to the Fidelity Trust Company of 
Philadelphia, in trust, as follows: 

“As long as Cornelia Brookmire of St: 
Louis, Mo., shall live, said company shall 
have and manage said pyoperty as it sees 
fit, except as hereinafter’ provided, so as 
to make it yield the best income possible, 
and to this end shall have power to par- 
tition, sell, and comvey said property, ex- 
cept as hereafter provided, and invest 
und reinvest the proceeds thereof, and, after 
deducting all proper charges and expenses, 
said company shall semi-annually pay over 
the residue of the rents, issues, and profits 
from said property jo the said Cornelia 
Brookmire, to her sole and separate use.”

_ RUSSO-AMERICAN TREATY. 


Arbitratig Convention Is to be Signed 
In Washington. 


st PREARHSBURG! Net. 29.—The final 
details of the Russo-American treaty of 
arbitration may be arranged at Washing- 
ton, where the treaty will be signed by 
Secretary of State Hay and Ambassador 
Cassini. 

It transpires that this will not be the 
first arbitration treaty to which Russia 
has adhered. An arbitration treaty was 
negotiated’ this year with Belgium, but it 
has not. yet been ratified by the Belgian 
Chambef of Deputies. 

The fact of the negotiation of this treaty 
had not been made public, and this ts the 
first announcement of its existence. How- 
ever, it is now likely that the Russo-Amer- 
ican treaty will be consurnmated before the 
Russo-Belgian convention.

That Mrs. Chadwick is staying at _

late last night when a rumor reached the 
Tenderloin police to the effect that she had 
committed suicide in her apartments there.

He communichted immediately with Police 
Headquarters and learning that the same 
rumor had reached there: decided to make 
an investigation.

men. When the party reached the hotel 
the clerk on dutv said he had heard noth- 
ing about the suicide story. He refused to 
discuss Mrs. Chadwick in any way, inform- 
ing the policeman that he would have to 
wait until the manager arrived, as no one 
but he could’ discuss the affairs of the 
house. 

Then’ Detective Drennan and those who 
had followed him stood in the hotel cor- 
ridor discussing the matter. The appear- 
ance of the crowd and their talk caused 
considerable excitement among the guests 
at the hotel, but after a wait of five min- 
utes the manager appeared and explained 
that there was absolutely no truth in the 
story that Mrs. Chadwick had committed 
suicide. The manager said that Mrs. Chad- 
wick still maintained her apartments at 
the hotel, but dided that the detectives 
could not reach her.

The Oberlin College Loan. 

The loan of $75,000 from Oberlin College 
was, it appears, sécured last Winter. It is 
said that the terms upon which the loan 
was made was 6 per cent. interest, with the 
agreement that Mrs. Chadwick would turn 


over $5,000 to the college endowment fund. 
The coliegt authorities iater became doubt- 
ful of the loan, and on March 24 it was 
taken up by President Beckwith of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank. The college received payment 
in full and was happy in the thought of 
getting back the money without the prom- 
ised addition to the endowment fund. 

The tramsaction was whispered about in 
Oberlin, and in some manner Beckwith 
learned that a Director of the Oberlin 
Banking Company was talking to a few 
friends of the matter. Mr, Beckwith at 
once’ went to this Director and demanded 
to know what he knew of the deal. 

“I know that a $75,000 deal of that kind 
is rather unusual for a town the size of 
Oberlin,” the Director said. 

“Well, I will tell you something,” re- 
lied Beckwith. ‘I took up that loan. Mr. 
everance, Treasurer of the college, lost 
his nerve. Yes, Sir; I took up that loan 
and made $6,000 on the deal.’’ 

The loan, as already stated, was taken 
up by Mr. Beckwith on March 24 last. The 
next recorded dealing with Mrs, Chadwick 
was April 26, when the Citizens’ Bank hon- 
ored a check drawn by Mrs. Chadwick for 
$10,000, made payable to W. L. Fay of 
Elyria. The check attracted unusual at- 
tention at the time for the reason that it 
Was the strangest looking piece of paper 
that had ever passed through an Oberlin 
banking house. Attached to it was a long 
legal opinion from a firm of Philadelphia 
lawyers in lieu of an indorsement of the 
check, the indorsement having been 
seratched out with red ink. 

From Mr. Fay the check went to the 
Fidelity Company in Baltimore. Then it 
went over to Philadelphia, where it was 
handled by the legal firm as above noted. 
From Philadelphia the check went to the 
Oriental Bank of New ae, whence it was 
sent to the Oberlin Banking Company, and 
then over to the Citizens’ National Bank, 
where it was cashed. 

President Beckwith to-night showed a 
telegram he had received from New York. 


It read: 
“Judge Albough or myself will be in 
Oberlin to-morrow.” Mr. Beckwith tore 


off the signature before submitting it for 


scrutinv. 

“I feel firmly convinced that my visitors 
will settle all of this trouble,” continued the 
harassed banker. ‘* But if they don't—well, 
then the real break will come,”’ 

Mr. Beckwith was pressed to clear up the 
mystery about the Chadwick securities. His 
admission that he had never seen the pa- 
pers, but he had talked with men who had 
seen them stirred the Directors of the bank 
to the panic point when advised of it to- 
night. 

*Tt’s nobody’s business what the securi- 
thes are,’’ repeated the banker. ‘“ The 
debt will be paid, and if it is, that’s all 
there’s to it. If it is not, then I guess I'll 
have to take the world into my confidence. 
Yes, if the money is not forthcoming with- 
in a day or two I will make a statement.” 

From many places comes tbe information 
of Mrs. Chadwick’s attempt to get money 
on her alleged securities. She tried a big 
bank at Canton, but the officials were 
wary. She visited Warren on Nov, 21 and 
tried two banks for $50,000. They refused 
to give it unless Government bonds were 
put up as security.

Mr. Ryall insists that if the situation is 
not cleared up by riaay something is go- 
ing to happen. For a long time, in com- 
mon with all those who came in contact 
with Mrs, Chadwick, he believed that she 
would settle all claims against her. 

Frequent Talk of a Settlement. 

“There has been talk of settlement’ for 
some weeks,” he said. ‘“‘Two weeks ago 
Philip Carpenter and Mr. Powers, who were 
Mrs. Chadwick’s New York  representa- 
tives, held a conference with Mr. Newton, 
Mr. Carver, and myself in her rooms in 
the Holland House. It was a lengthy af- 
fair, lasting all day, and when it was over 
it seemed that there was some hope that a 
satisfactory settlement would be reached. 

“Have you the memorandum brought for- 
ward by Mrs, Chadwick at the time the 
loans were made by your client? Mr. 
Ryall was asked. 

*“T have not,” he answered. ‘“‘ Mr. New- 
ton gave the memorandum back to Mrs. 
Newton, and, so far as I know, she has 
it now. We have never seen the securi- 
ties themselves. After the conference, in 
which she was represented by_ Messrs, 
Phillips and Powers, she assigned the se- 
curities to Mr. Newton, subject to a prior 
lien. The name of the holder of the prior 
lien was not brought out in the transac- 
tion. I brought suit three weeks ago in 
the Supreme Court here for two of the 
notes she had given Mr. Newton. One 
was for $92,800 and the other for $2,000. 
The papers were served on Mrs, Chadwick 
but she did not appear to plead, and no 
further action was taken. , 


Where Did the Money Go? 
““Mrs. Chadwick is certainly a wonder- 
ful woman,” Mr. Ryall continued. ‘“ She 
has had enough to contend with in the last 
month to cause the breakdown of the 
strongest man, and still she bears up se- 


renely. The strangest thing in the whole 
case to me is the problem of what she has 
done with the money. So farasITamina 
position to judge, it is all gone.” 

“Do you think Dr. Chadwick was aware 
of his wife’s actions?”’ 

“I do not see how she could have bor- 
rowed all the money she did without his 
finding .t out. Undoubtedly he must have 
known of it.” 

Philip Carpenter, who was retained about 
a month ago to look after the interests of 
Mrs. Chadwick in the Newton suit, was 
seen at his offices, 38 Park Row.

Questions Legality of Claim. 

“I was impressed by her honesty in her 
dealings with Mr. Newton. As nearly as 
I cowld gather his claim was not a legal 
one. Although Mrs, Chadwick had given 


him notes aggregating $190,000, she did not 
receive from him more than $100,000 in cash. 
In her presence J told Mr. Carver, who rep- 
resented Mr. Newton, that the notes were 
voidable, and that she need not pay a cent, 
I placed the proposition before her so that 
she could. not misunderstand it, but she 
insisted that she had borrowed the money, 
and that she would pay the entire claim. 

‘*It seems to me that if she was the kind 
of woman she is said to be she would not 
have been at all backward about pocketin 
the $100,000. She understood that she coul 
not be forced,to pay it, but she said she 
would not countenance anything that might 
appear to be dishonorable, even if it did 
have the.sanction of the law. 

“Dr. Chadwick was present at the first 
interview with his wife, and’ when he had 
made clear his attitude in the negotiation 
of the Newton loan he went to Europe, 
leaving her to arrange the terms of settle- 
ment. On Nov. 19 I arranged this settle- 
ment, Lawyer Carver was perfectly satis- 
fied; She gave a written order to her 
trustee in Cleveland to retain securities to 
pay the Newton claim and a power of at- 
torney to get the securities or their value.

DETAILS OF NEWTON LOAN. 


It Was Made on Securities Which He 
Did Not See. 


BOSTON, Nov. 29.—Herbert D. Newton 
of Brookline, the plaintiff in the suit 
against Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, refused 
to-night to discuss the case in any phase, 
but referred inquirers to his counsel, Percy 
W. Carver. 

At his home in Newton to-night Mr. 
Carver said that important developments 
in the case of Mrs. Chadwick were expect- 


ed within a few days. Referring particu- 
larly to the note for $500,000, said to have 
been signed with the name of Andrew Car- 
negie, Mr. Carver said: 

“In Mr. Newton's bill of complaint which 
has been filed in the suit against Mrs. 
Chadwick, Mr. Newton alleges that as an 
inducement for him to loan Mrs. Chadwick 
190,800, Mrs. Chadwick showed him a note 
or $500,000, which was signed. by a man 
whom, Mr. Newton believed, to be fully re- 
sponsible as one who could stand behind 
such a loan as was requested. I prefer not 
to state what name was signed to this note, 
but you can say that we do not contradict 
the statement that the note bore the signa- 
ture of Andrew Carnegie.” 

Mr. Carver, who spent the day in this 
city, said that he was in telephonic com- 
municaion to-day with Lawyer Ryall of 
New York, who has been handling Mr. 
Newton's case in that city, on the subject 
of the suit. He said that the conversation 
did not develop anything of moment. 

Mr. Carver said that Mr. Carnegie’s re- 
pusia.icn of the note for $500,000 was not 
a* all unexpected. 

Mr. Carver declared that Mrs. Chadwick 
actually is staying at the Holland House, 
New York City, reports to the contrary not- 
witstanding. He said that he did not 
know of any prospect that the case would 
be settled out of court. 


MRS. CHADWICK’S LUXURY. 


Was Mrs. Hoover—Mme. Devere, Con- 
victed Forger, Bore Same Name. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Noy. 29.—When Mrs. 
Chadwick married Dr. L. 8S. Chadwick, in 
1896, she was Mrs. C. L. Hoover, a West 
Side woman and a reputed widow. After 
her marriage she went to live at the family 
home of the Chadwicks on Euclid Avenue, 
in the most aristocrati¢ part of the city. 
She has her own automobile and carriages 
anda retinue of servants. Dr. Chadwick 
and his daughter are said to be in Europe. 

The Euclid Avenue home is plain on its 
exterior, but looks like an Oriental palace 
inside. During her life here Mrs. Chadwick 


has keen known to the merchants as a 
woman who spent thousands at the stores, 
buying the costliest gowns and furnishings 
and paying many thousands for jewelry 
and plate. 

It is stated that Mrs. Chadwick imported 
more valuable articles than any one in 
a ey 

w it appears that a certain Mme. 
Devere, who was convicted of forgery ceaee 
ly fifteen years ago and served time for 
the offense, was also once known as Mrs. 
Hoover, the name under which Mrs. Chad- 
wick married Dr. Chadwick. But Mrs. 
Chadwick denies that she is Mme. De- 
vere, and President Beckwith of the Ober- 
lin Bank declares that Mrs. Chadwick is 2 
woman of spotless record, that there were 
two Mrs, Hoovers, and that Mrs. Chadwick 
is not the one associated with the record of 
Mme. Devere. The life story of Eliza- 
beth Bigley, alias Madame Lydia Devere, 
alias: Mrs. Hoover, stranger than fiction, 
has been brought into light again by the 
suit against rs. Chadwick. Elizabeth 
Bigley was born in Woodstock, Ontario, 
forty-seven years ago. Her father was 
Daniel Bigley, a plain, honest, hardworking 
man.

Mrs. Chad- 
wick, in explanation of the ssession of 
this note, said that on one of his trips to 
Scotland Mr. Carnegie carried with him a 
block of her Caledonian Railway stock, 
which she desired him to dispose of to the 
best advantage on the other side of the At- 
lantic. In lieu of the receipt for the stock, 
Mr. Carnegie, Mrs. Chadwick explained, 
gave her his note for $500,000.’’ 

The exact date on which Mr. Newton 
advanced Mrs. Chadwick $190,800, it was 
stated, is not known to any one except the 
arties directly concerned and their counsel, 

ayment was not forthcoming at the proper 
time, it is alleged, and Mr. Newton finally 
instructed his attorneys to take whatever 
steps they deemed necessary to secure pay- 
ment. 

On Noy. 12 a conference was held in New 
York between counsel for Mr. Newton, 
counsel for Mrs. Chadwick, and Mrs. Chad- 
wick herself. On the same date two suits 
were entered in the New York courts in 
Mr. Newton’s behalf for the purpose of sub- 
jecting Mrs. Chadwick to an examination 
under oath on a supplementary process for 
the purpose of learning exactly what were 


the securities which, she alleges, are held in 


trust by Mr. Reynolds. 

The conference between Mrs. Chadwick 
and the attorneys was an extended one, 
lasting from 11:30 o’clock in the forenoon 
until nearly midnight. It resulted in Mrs. 
Chadwick signing an assignment of the se- 
curities held for her by Mr. Reynolds. 

Mrs. Chadwick had informed Mr. New- 
ton’s counsel, it is alleged, that securities 
in Mr. Reynolds’s custody to the value of 
$5,000,000 were controlled by another party, 
whose name she withheld, under a power of 
attorney, as security for a foan of $300,000, 
which she had negotiated, and that as a 
result she was unable to touch the securi- 
ties, 

The following Monday counsel for Mr. 
Newton went to Cleveland, called on Mr. 
Reynolds, and asked to see the Chadwick 
securities. Mr. Reynolds, it will be alleged, 
refused to exhibit the securities which he 
had received, it was understood, in sealed 
ackages, and which he had not subsequent- 
y had an opportunity to examine. Mr. 
Reynolds, however, it is said, issued a cer- 
tificate stating of what, he had been in- 
formed by Mrs. Chadwick, the securities 
consisted. 

According to this certificate, the securi- 
ties consisted principally of an immense 
block of shares in the Caledonian Railway, 
one of the most prosperous railroads in 
Scotland; some United tSates Steel Corpo- 
ration gold bonds, and some shares in an 
American railway company. 

Mr. Reynolds said at the time that if the 
attorney would obtain Mrs. Chadwick's 
consent to inspect the securities he would 
offer no objections. Mrs. Chadwick re- 
fused, counsel allege, her consent, and up to 
the present time, it ‘is asserted, the securi- 
ties have not been seen by either Mr. New- 
ton or any of his counsl. 

On Nov. 21 a bill was filed by Mr. New- 
ton’s counsel in the Court of Common 
Pleas at Cleveland asking that Mr. Reyn- 
olds be restrained from putting out of his 
possession any securities belonging to Mrs. 
Chadwick and held by him, asking that the 
Wade Park Banking Company be also re- 
strained from disposing of any of Mrs. 
Chadwick’s securities that might be depos- 
ited at the bank, and praying for a receiv- 
ership. 

The hearing was set for to-day, but by 
consent of counsel for both parties was 
continued until Thursday morning. 

Eventually these reports of her where- 
abouts became unnecessary, and from that 
time Mme. Devere dropped out of sight.

Caledonian Railway, Whose Shares She 
Is Said to Own, a Scottish Line. 


The Caledonian Railway is one of the two 
principal lines in Scotland, the other being 
the North British. The Caledonian has a 
mileage of 959. Its paid up capital and 
loans amount to £63,615,000. 

The ordinary shares of the Caledonian 
have recently been selling on the London 
Stock Exchange around 107. The converted 
preferred shares are worth about 76 and the 
converted deferred shares about 33. The 
railway was incorporated under its present 
title in 1845. 


WATERY FIGHT IN CELLAR. 


Detectives Arrest Alleged Lead Thieves 
in Flood Two Feet Deep. 


George Kohl of 147 West Thirty-second 
Street went to the West Thirtieth Street 
Police Station late yesterday afternoon and 
complained of water flowing into his cel- 
lar, He said that the water came from the 
house in the rear, facing West Thirty-third 
Street. While he was making his complaint 
several other property owners entered the 
station and made similar complaints, stat- 
ing that there were several feet of water 
in their cellars. 

Detectives Pflug and O’Brien visited the 
house where the complaints were made, and 
discovered that the water apparently came 
from 136 West Thirty-third Street. They 
went to the house in Thirty-third Street 
and entered by means of the front door, 
which was easily forced open.

O'Brien hearing the noise rushed down 
the stairs and grabbed his companion from 
the water. He saw persons running about 
the cellar, and drawing his revolver fired 
several shots. Pflug in the meantime had 
revived, and the two detectives guarded 
the entrances to the cellar while a boy was 
sent for other policemen. The cellar was 
then surrounded, and with their revolvers 
arawn, the detectives went down the 
stairs. When the detectives reached the 
water, they were attacked by three men 
and a rough-and-tumble fight took place 
in the impromptu pond.

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JAPANESE DESTROYING 
PORT ARTHUR FORTS 


Official Announcement That Be- 
siegers Are Making Progress. 


STORMING OF 203-METRE HILL 


If It Is Captured Nogi’s Guns Will Com- 
mand the Entire Harbor—General 
Assault May Be in Progress. 


TOKIO, Nov. 29.—Imperial Headquarters 
to-night summarized the Port Arthur sit- 
uation as follows: 

“With regard to the enemy’s forts at 
Sung-Shu Mountain and eastward, we have 
firmly captured the crests, glacis, and 
counterscarps and their vicinities, but the 
time to charge has not yet come. At pres- 
ent we are destroying the casemates and 
other caponiers, 

“At 203-Métre Hill, by several charges, 
we succeeded in capturing the enemy’s 
shelter trenches near the summit. At 
present our force is holding its position 
and endeavoring to capture the whole fort.’’ 

It is reported that the attack on 203- 
Métre Hill by Japanese light artillery is 
Succeeding. 

It is estimated that 90 per cent. of the 
work of the complete occupation of Port 
Arthur will be finished with this height in 
possession of the Japanese. No part of the 
Harbor of Port Arthur will then be con- 
cealed from the Japanese. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Nov. 30.—Accord- 
ing to a Tokio dispatch to The Standard 
there is an unofficial rumor that the Japa- 
nese have hauled large calibre guns to the 
top of 203-Métre Hill, trom where their fire 
has a sweep of the whole harbor. 

This report probably goes beyond th: 
tacts, but various dispatches indicate the 
progress the Japanese are making in the 
reduction of Port Arthur. 

Japanese here explain the great import- 
ance of the capturé of 208-Métre Hill, 
which, beSides giving command of the har- 
bor, wil serve to widen the breach made by 
the wedge the Japanese have driven be- 
tween, the’ Etse group and the Russians’ 
last retreat in the ravines of Liao-Thie 
Mountain, They declare that retreat to 
Liao-Thie will be effectually cut off, and 
that it is not unlikely that the mountain 
will. be simultaneously attacked in the final 
assault. 

Bennet Burleigh wires to The Daily Tele- 
graph from Che-Foo that in the latest as- 
sault the Japanese lost 4,000 men in one 
hour’s fighting. ‘The Japanese say they 
have captured two more of the northeastern 
forts and % Mpird which 1s part of the 
West Keek-Wanh works. 

They allege; Mr. Burleigh adds, that they 
have effected a lodgment at Pigeon Bay, 
thus turning the fort on 203-Métre Hill, 
and that they are now tunneling from the 
gorge below Liao-Thie, which fort they 
hope first to damage and then to rush, 
The dispatch. continues: 

** Desperate fighting is ey ye daily, 
and the losses are admitted to be excessive, 
but the Japanese insist that Port Arthur 
must fall within twenty-one days.” 

The Morning Post’s correspondent at 
Shanghai telegraphs that wireless communi- 
cation has been re-established between the 
Russian Consulate at Che-Foo and the 
Port Arthur garrison. 


BERLIN, Wednesday, Nov. 30.—A dis- 
patch from Tokio to the Taglische Runds- 
chau reports that the Japanese storming 
of Port Arthur was abandoned on Novy. 28 
because, though large breaches had been 
made in the Sung-Shu, Erh-Lung, and 
Ke@k-Wan forts, the yoy were unable 
to enter on account of the heavy fire from 
the other ferts and the resistance of the 
garrisons. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Nov, 
20.—Foreign reports of the fighting at Port 
Arthur cregte alarm here. 

If the Japanese have taken 203-Meter 
Hill as reported and are commanding the 
whole harbor, it is believed that the situa- 
tion is critical. Experts on Port Arthur 
topography assert, however, that it is more 
likely that the Japanese have occupied some 
pomene at the base of the hill, and they 

elieve that with the concentrated fire of 
the covering forts the Japanese will find 
_ top of the hill untenable if they arrive 
there. 

CHE-FOO, Nov. 29.—Chinese and Jap- 
anese advices received here to-day, while 
not beyond question, indicate the practical 
certainty that another general assault on 
Port Arthur began on Novy. 24 and was con- 
tinuing Noy. 27. 

It is certain that there has been severe 
fighting. The only question is whether the 
assault was sufficiently widespread to be 
called general. The fighting was with the 
object of capturing additional Russian 
trenches. The summit forts seemingly 
were not attacked. The Chinese say that 
a train of thirty cars retently arrived at 
Daliny with wounded men. No prisoners 
were captured, 

As has frequently been indicated, the 
Japanese position is most promising at 
Erh-Lung Mountain and Keek-Wan Mount- 
ain, and the latest attack was designed

Russians Find 230 Japanese Dead— 
Oyama’s Army Depleted ? 


MUKDEN, Nov. 29.—The activity of the 
Japanese against Gen. Rennenkampft’s 
front (on the extreme Russian left) con- 
tinued yesterday, culminating before noon 
in one of the severest fights in recent 
weeks. 

The Japanese retired only about 600 yards, 
but after the fight the Russians collected 
230 Japanese corpses. 

The Russians also captured a large quan- 
tity of rifles, entrenching’ tools, and Red 
Cross stores.

SHIN-KING, Nov. 29.—The fight of the 
Japanese with Gen. Rennenkampff’s Cos- 
sacks, which began on Nov. 24, ended at 6 
P. M. yesterday. The Japanese were re- 
pulsed. 

During a snowstorm at midday on the 
28th the Japanese tried to outflank the 
Russian right, but the rifles and four guns 
forced them to retire, The Russian losses 
were small. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—According 
to information which has reached the War 
Office here, Field Marshal Oyama’s 
strength is much smaller than heretofore 
believed, tending to confirm the theory 
that a large force has been withdrawn to 
assist in storming Port Arthur. 

The information is to the effect that not 
much more than 150,000 men are now con- 
fronting Gen, Kuropatkin, but the Japanese 
lines are heavily fortified, in order to check 
any aggressive movement which Kuropat- 
kin may undertake long enough to enable 
the Japanese to hurry up reinforcements 
by rail from the peninsula. 

The ge activity of the Japanese 
along the front, these reports indicate, is 
only. a feint-In order to convince Kuropat- 
kin that the offensive. is’ imminent. 
Should this report be absolutely con- 
firmed it is. possible that the Russian Com- 
mander in Chief will himself attempt to 
strike a quick blow. Kuropatkin is now 
supposed to have close on .000 men. 

The following dispatch has been received 
from Gen. Kuropatkin, dated Nov. 28: 

“The engagement near Tsinkhetchen 
(near Da Pass) was resumed to-day, But 
ceased at 11 A. M. We have collected and 
buried the Japanese dead. By midday we 
had found 230 bodies, all belonging to the 
Seventh Reserve Regiment of the Ninth 
Reserve Brigade. We took a large quan- 
ey of rifles, ammunition, and intrenching 
ools.’ 


CZAR UPHOLDING MIRSKY. 


Is Said to Indorse His Policy—The Argu- 
ment Against a Constitution. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky will have a special au- 
dience of Emperor Nicholas to-morrow. 

It is said in Court circles, where the op- 
position to the Interior Minister’s policy is 
the greatest, that when the Minister re- 
minded the Emperor that he had taken 


office under certain conditions and that he 
was ready to resign if his policy did not 
receive his Majesty’s approval, the Em- 
peror gave the Minister the most com- 
plete assurances of his confidence and in- 
dorsement of his policy. 

The Grand Duke Sergius, Governor Gen- 
eral of Moscow, is reported to have arrived 
at Tsarkoe-Selo from Moscow. His pres- 
ence at Tsarkoe-Selo is presumed to be in 
connection with the Zemstvo propaganda. 
He is said to be bitterly opposed to granting 
7 concessions to the Zemstvoists. 

rince Mestchersky, editor of the Grash- 
danin and the foremost spokesman of the 
autocracy, holds that the inauguration of 
such reforms as are at present possible in 
Russia has been actually prejudiced by 
“the — agitation for a Con- 
stitution which is now in progress.” Au- 
tocracy he considers vital to the life and 
future greatness of Russia. 


RUSSIAN DESTROYER DAMAGED. 


France Will Allow the Prouzitelny to 
Make Repairs at Brest. 
BREST, Nov. 29.—The Russian destroyer 
Prouzitelny has anchored in the roadstead 
here with a hole in her hull caused by her 
anchor. She will enter the naval port to 


repair. 

The question of the repairs to the Prou- 
zitelny was referred to Marine Minister 
Pelletan, who decided that the damage was 
of such @ nature as to endanger the safety 
of the crew, and that the destroyer was 
therefore entitled under the neutrality laws 
to make repairs.

MUKDEN, Nov. 29.—A Japanese cavairy- 
man who has been captured by the Rus- 
sians denies the report that Gen. Kuroki is 
dead.

PENNSYLVANIA TUNNEL 


Murphy’s Brother Has Contract, 
McCarren’s Friends Pleased. 


CONTROVERSY OVER CITY PIER 


Controller Says Central’s Pian to Lay 
Temporary Tracks Involves a 
New Franchise. 


Controller Grout has begun a controversy 
with other city officials, in connection with 
the excavation work for the tunnel and 
Station of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which may hamper the excavating con- 
tractors, the New York Contracting and 
Trucking Company, of which Charles F, 
Murphy’s brother, John J. Murphy, is 
President. Because of this effect the Con- 
troller’s action is said to be more than 
pleasing to the friends of Senator McCar- 
ren.

accompanied by Vice President 
Rea and Albert B. Boardman, 
for the road, will appear before 
Sinking Fund Commission to-day ‘in 
behalf of an application to permit the New 
York Central Railroad to alter the location 
of some of its tracks at Twelfth Avenue 
and Thirty-second Street, so that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad may get temporary 
possession of the pier on the North River at 
Thirty-second Street, in order that the earth 
and rock excavated in the tunnel and sta- 
tion work may be loaded on scows at the 
toot of that street and taken away. At the 
present time the Pennsylvania people 
have offly the bulkhead between Thirty- 
jirst and Thirty-second Streets, and the 
pier is said to be a necessity if the tunnel 
and station work is to be pushed so as to 
avoid a continvance of the complaints of 
delays. 

The New York Central Railroad is said 
to be willing to give up the use of its 
‘Thirty-second Street pier for the time be- 
ing. in order to help the Pennsylvania peo- 
ple out of their dilemma, but if it gives 
up its pier, it seeks the right to alter two 
of its tracks at Thirty-second Street 
that, instead of having the tracks run out 
on the pier asgnow, the tracks will be run 
jor a short distance over Thirty-second 
Street toward Eleventh Avenue, 

Controller Grout so far has blocked the 
epplication, contending that, in order to run 
these tracks for a few feet in Thirty-sec- 
ond Street the New York Central will have 
to obtain a franchise, as though it were 
constructing a new road. , 

Dock Commissioner Featherson will report 
to the Sinking Fund Commission that the 
Pennsylvania Railrosd is willing to pay the 
city more than the ordinary value of the 
Thirty-second Street pier for the time 
which it desires to use it, and that the 
New York Central Road is willing to alter 
the course of its tracks for this purpose, 
snaking the tracks run into Thirty-second 
Street for the same distance they now run 
out on to the pier. 

Corporation Counsel Delany will furnish 
an opinion to the effect that the Sinking 
Fund Commission has the right to grant 
permission for the change without de- 
manding the payment of franchise compen- 
ation. 

it is said that the New York Central 
coes not feel called upon to pay for a 
jiranchise to operate two freight tracks for 
about 200 feet in West Thirty-second Street. 

Controller Grout reiterated his determina- 
tion last night to oppose permission to al- 
ter New York Central tracks without fran- 
chise compensation, 

“Tt have not and will not agree to any 
other plan,’’ declared the Controller. “If 
this application is granted it meuns prac- 
tically the giving of a new franchise to the 
New York Central Road. They say they 
want to lay their tracks as a temporary 
nrrangement, but how do we know when 
they will get out, and what means have 
‘we to force them out? I hold that the New 
York Central should pay standard prices 
for the franchise to lay tracks in the street, 
end I have so recommended, My engineers 
have established a price, and the New 
York Central won’t pay it. I am not hold- 
ing up any public work, but merely am 
looking after the city’s interests.” 

If the necessary permission is obtained 
by the Pennsylvania and New York Cen- 
tral Roads it is the intention of the offi- 
cials of the contracting company to run 
tracks to the North Kiver pier, so that they 
may carry all rock and earth to the dump- 
ing scows without trucking. These tracks 
would be run in a subway under Ninth 
Avenue, and, then coming to the surface, 
would be run on an elevated structure 
through Thirty-second Street, over Tenth, 
Eleventh, and Twelfth Avenues and on to 
the pier. 


E. R. CHAPMAN, JR.» A SUICIDE. 


Son of New York Banker Jumps from 


Third Floor of London Hotel. 

LONDON, Nov. 29.—Elverton R. Chap- 
man, Jr., aged twenty-three, of New York 
City, committed suicide last night at the 
Carlton Hotel here by throwing himself 
irom the third floor landing to the vesti- 
bule. His skull was crushed, one arm was 
Shattered, and there were other injuries, 
from which he died within a few minutes. 

Chapman arrived at the Carlton from 
Paris last Saturday, accompanied by his 
valet. He complained of ill-health, and 
apparently the management suspected that 
his mind was unhinged, as a2 man was de- 
tailed to watch him. 

He remained in his room all day yester- 
day. After dressing for dinner last even- 
ing he left his room, and, upon arriving at 
the head of the staircase, suddenly eluded 
the attendant, sprang forward, cleared the 
banister, and fell three flights to the mar- 
ble floor below. In his tall he narrowly 
escaped striking the wife of the Mexican 
Minister, Gen. Gallardo. 

The vestibule was filled with well-dressed 
men and women, who were proceeding to 
the dining hall, The band was playing. 
Great confusion at once prevailed, but doc- 
tors speedily arrived, and Chapman was 
conveyed to his room. He succumbed al- 
most immediately. 

rhe body was removed to a mortuary in 
order to await the inquest, which will be 
held on Thursday. 
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Elverton R. Chapman, Jr., was a son of 
Elverton R. Chapman, a banker and broker 
at 80 Broadway, this city. He was the son 
of Mr. Chapman by his second marriage.

Statement by the Reporter of the French 
Admiralty Budget.

PARIS, Nov. 29.—M. Bos, Reporter in 
the Chamber of Deputies of this year’s 
Admiralty budget, prefaces a detailed 
account of the French Navy by an in- 
teresting comparison of that navy and 
the navies of the world. 

He frankly. reminds his readers. that 
the traditional method of comparing the 
naval power of France with that of Eng- 
land has served its time. Never, he says, 
can France rival England on the seas. 
England has her own geographical and 
imperial reasons for desiring. to hold the 
dominion of the seas. 

M. Bos therefore leaves aside every 
comparison of the French and English 
Navies and examines the situation of 
two fleets which, he says, were not long 
ago quite different, but are no longer so. 

Unfortunately, M. Bos says, the two 
fleets in question—the French and Ger- 
man fleets—are daily becoming more and 
more alike. 


THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


A Composition by J. S. Bach Played for 
the First Time—Mr. Hofmann 
as Pianist. 


The second concert of the Kneisel Quartet 
was given under somewhat unfavorable cir- 
cumstances of weather last evening in 
Mendelssohn Hall—such weather being a 
considerable element in dampening .the 
brilliancy and sonority of stringed instru- 
ments. But there was much to compensate 
for the unavoidable in the remarkable at- 
tractiveness of the programme, upon which 
the names of Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms 
appeared. 

The announcement of a string quartet by 
Bach is one that lovers of chamber music 
have perhaps never seen before, and the 
composition thus brought forward for the 
first time gave great pleasvre. 

The reasons have already been set forth 
in these columns that led Prof. Hermann 
Schroeder to believe that the work pub- 
lished by the Bach Society as an “ over- 
ture’’ for strings could properly be pre- 
sented as’ a string quartet, without the 
harpsichord part that was the almost in- 
evitable component of all concerted music 


in Bach's time, 

It is more than probable that the wish 
was father to the thought in this case; 
that the “ string quartet’ heard last night 
as Bach’s did not exactly represent his in- 
tentions, and that the work does not really 
foreshadow the independent, self-sufficlent 
instrumental form that Haydn and his con- 
temporaries first evolved, 

But whatever doubts may be entertained 
by the sticklers for historical verities, there 
were none tn the minds of those who heard 
the performance, for the freshness and 
vital charm of the work won enthusiastic 
acceptance for it. It is comparatively sim- 
ple in its structure, with little of the char- 
acteristic contrapuntal writing of Bach's 
later periods, broadly and: fluently melodi- 
ous, with the unmistakable stamp of Bach's 
inspiration upon it. Its effect as a string 
quartet is complete and satisfying, at least, 
to modern ears, and as an addition to the 
literature of chamber music it ought to be 
prized. 

The third of Beethoven's quartets dedi- 
cated to Rasoumoffsky is less often played 
than the others; it is perhaps the least sig- 
nificant of the three, but the plangent ten- 
derness of the andante and the inexhausti- 
ble spirit of the fugued finale—played with 
a triumphant sweep of virtuosoship last 
evening—never fail of their effect. 

Brahms's splendid quintet in F minor was 
worthily associated with the preceding 
numbers. Mr. Josef Hofmann played «he 
piano part with remarkable clearness and 
rhythmic incisiveness, but with too pointed 
and cold a touch to blend with the other 
instruments, with frequently too much tone, 
and with a deplorable failure to understand 
the celestial hymning of the andante.

Francis Rogers gave a song recital 
yesterday afternoon 

before an audience such as only a few bari- 
tone singers could muster on such an oc- 
casion. Mr. Rogers deserves the atten- 
in artistic 

resources of his art, and especially is he 
obtaining a larger and freer utterance of a 
wider range of emotions than he used to 
obtain. He gave a programme that had 
many interesting features: A noble and 
song of Handel's, “Ah, mio 

Cor,” that he sang in an excellent, sus- 
tained, and legato style; Beethoven’s 
* Busslied,”” in which he put deep feeling; 
Schubert's stirring and expressive - song, 
“An die Leyer’’; an unfamiliar but dra- 
matically eftective song of Grieg’s, ‘* Mein 
Ziel,’ and Schumann's exquisite cycle of 
settings of Heine’s ‘‘ Dichterliebe.’’ There 
were added to these a number of sO#gs by 
American composers, of which Mr. Sidney 
Homer's music to Stevenson's ** Requiem 4 
and a very quaint little Japanese lyric, 
“Come Home, Beloved,"’ by Mr. Isidore 
Luckstone, deserve special mention, In 
the latter Mr.. Rogers did some of his most 
perfect singing, in phrasing and his sus- 
taining of a high, hard tone. He has con- 
siderably increased his command over the 
higher range of his voice that used to 
give him difficulty, and-he has managed 
to increase his power of coloring it and 


varying its expressive qualities. 

It could not truthfully be said that he 
put into the “ Dichterliebe’’ songs all the 
infinite shades of poetical and emotional 
sitnificance that belong there; it is a task 
that exacts a rare combination of tempera- 
mental qualities. as well as of technical 
abilities. Yet what he accomplished In it 
was enough to mark, perhaps, the highest 
that Mr. Rogers has achieved, the achieve- 
ment of an artist, In some of the songs 
he touched quite the right spirit, as in 
“Teh grolle nicht” and “Ein Jtingling 
liebt ein Miadchen,”’ and “* Am leuchtenden 
Sommermorgen,”’ to mention only a few. 
It was a recital that gave an uncommon 
pleasure.

WILSON CALLS UPON 
THE SOUTH TO LEAD 


Princeton’s Head Sees in That Sec- 
tion Democracy’s Rescue. 


READ OUT RADICALS, HE SAYS 


Hosts Are Waiting, He Says, for a 
Purged, Conservative Party— 
South Can Do It. 


President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton 
University, speaking as a.guest at the third 
annual banquet of The Yirginians, held 
last night in the Astor Gallery at the Wai- 
dorf-Astoria, called. for the South to get 
rid of' the radical element of the Democrat- 
fe Party and: rehabilitate that party on 
good old-fashioned lines. He urged that it 
was the duty of the Southern leaderg to do 
this right away, and added that if the 
Southerners did not grasp the opportunity 
somebody else would do it for them. 

President Wilson's address was greeted 
with wild applause by the diners, of whom 
there ‘ere one hundred. James W. Alex- 
ander, .resident of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, who is Governor of The 
Virginians, presided, and with him at the 
guests’ table, besides the President of 
Princeton, were William B. Hornblower, F. 
Hopkinson Smith, Robert L. Harrison, 
James A. Petteson, H. R. Bayne, William 
A. Barber, Col. A. G. Dickinson, and Ed- 
ward Owen. 

Mr. Alexander, in his introductory re- 
marks, said it was a good thing to see the 
Virginians in New York, as well as in other 
parts of the country, taking their “ normal 
place"’ in politics and other walks of life. 
He presented Dr. Wilson as the first speak- 
er. The latter, after thanking the organiza- 
tion for inviting him to its feust, sald in 


part: 

“No one can justly wonder at the pres- 
ent impatience of the Southern political 
leaders at finding themselves without real 
independence or influence in the politics 
of the-country—the only section of the coun- 
try which did not make a real choice of its 
political actions in the recent elections. But 
the only remedy suggested would put the 
Southern States in a still worse position. 
To act independently of old party affilia- 
tions, as some of their leaders have recent- 
ly proposed that they should act, would be 
to make them, if they still hung together 
and acted in concert, a third party in the 
politics ef the country, and not a party of 
principle at that, but a geographical party, 
a sectional party, which would act in isola- 
tion and draw upon itself afresh old enmi- 
ties and suSpicions. 

* The real opportunity of the South is of 
another sort. It has now a unique oppor- 
tunity to perform a great National service. 
As the only remaining part of the Demo- 
cratic Party that can command a majority 
of the votes in its. constituencies, let the 
South demand a rehabilitation of the Dem- 
ocratic Party on the only lines that can 
restore it to dignity and power. Since 1896 
the Democratic Party has permitted its 
name to be used by men w ought never 
to have been admitted to itsf/counsels—men 
who held principles and professed purposes 
which it had always hitherto repudiated. 

‘*By themselves and under their proper 
designation as populists and radical theo- 
rists, contemptuous alike of principle and 


of experience, these men could never have 
played any role in national politics but that 
of a noisy minority. Since they forced 
themselves into the counsels of the party 
and got the use of its name, every doubtful 
State has been turned into an enthusiastic 
supporter of the Republican Party. Until 
it has read them out-of the party as an 
alien faction there will be no doubtful 
States again. 

“It is now high time that the South, 
which has endured most by way of humilla- 
tion at the hands of this faction, should 
demand that it be utterly and once for all 
thrust out of Democratic counsels; that 
the men of New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, Indiana, and the 
prosperous States beyond the Mississippi 
who wish for reform without loss of sta- 
bility should join with it to reassert the 
—— and return to the praasiee of 
the historic party which has always stood 
for thoughtful moderation in affairs ard 
a careful use of the powers of the Federal 
Government in the interest of the whole 
people ef whatever class or occupation. 

“There is no lenger any Democratic 
either in the South or in any North- 
ern State which the discredited radicals can 
use. The great body of one-time Demo- 
crats that musters strong enough to win 
elections has revolted, and will act with no 
organization which harbors the radicals— 
as the radicals themselves did not in fact 
act with the organization they themselves 
had discredited in the recent campaign, 
when the whole country felt that the Dem- 
ocratic Party was still without definite 
character and make-up. 

“The country as it moves forward in fts 
great material progress needs and will tol- 
erate no party of discontent or radical ex- 
periment; but it does need a party of con- 
seryative reform, acting in the spirit of 
law and of ancient institutions. Hosts of 
voters are waiting and ready to flock back 
to the standards of such a party when once 
they see it come upon the field properly 
purged and authenticated. 

“The old Democratic Party stood by the 
South through good report and ill; the 
South has now an ghee to requite 
its thankless services by recalling it to its 
old counsel and spirit. To do this would be 
to render a real National service conceived 
in the interest of the whole country of 
whatever opinion; for the politics of the 
Nation cannot go normally and healthily 
forward without the stimulation and con- 
test of two — of principle.” 

Mr. Hornblower in his speech said: 

* You gentlemen of the South seem to be 
the last refuge of Democracy. We Demo- 
vrats of the North must, of course, look to 
you in the future, and we hope that on some 
future occasion we shall all be found work- 
jing together for what we believe to be the 
cause of good government. The principles 
on which the Democratic Party is founded 
must always live.” 

F. Hopkinson Smith and William A. Bar- 
ber also spoke. Some of the others pres- 
ent were George Gordon Battle, John “, 
Breckinridge, Judge John G. Dew, Stuart c. 
Gibboney, James R. Gordon, Fielding L.

erro.

FREE CAR TRANSFERS 
THE DECREE OF COURTS 


Highest State Tribunal Against 
Street Railway Companies. 


A BAR TO CONSOLIDATION 


Successful End to Long Fight of Citi- 
zens’ Committee—Decision Against 
Accumulated Penalties. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—By a decision of the 
Court of Appeals to-day, the Interurban 
and the Brooklyn Rapid Transit systems 
of street railways will be required to give 
transfers to points on any of two lines 
which they operate in the City of New 
York. 

The opinion of. the court, however, re- 
stricts the number of actions that can be 
brought for the recovery of penalties, It 
says that ‘a sound public policy requires 
that only one penalty should be recovered 
ir. a single action, and that the institution 
of an action for a penalty is to be regarded 
as a waiver of all previous penalties in- 
curred.”’ 

The penalty for a failure to give trans- 
fers is $50 for each refusal, and some per- 
sons have brought actions for accumulated 
penalties aggregating several thousand 
dollars. This decision permits them to re- 
cover only one penalty at a time, and de- 
nies them the right of obtaining accumu- 
lated penalties. 


The case in which the above decision was 
rendered is that of Luke O'Reilly, a Brook- 
lyn lawyer, against the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company. Ehrenberg & Manne, 
the lawyers who carried the case to the 
Court of Appeals, said last night: 

“All of the origiral Brooklyn City lines 
operated by the Brooklyn Heights Railroad 
Company are affected by the decision of 
the Court of Appeals. The decision does 
not, however, affect the Nassau lines in 
so far as the Brooklyn Heights Company 
is concerned, in view of the announcement 
that since the decision of Justice Wood- 
ward, they have surrendered their lease 


of those lines.” 


James 8S. Lehmaier, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Transit Reform 
Committee of One Hundred, which for the 
past two years has been making the fight 
for free transfers in this) city, said last 
evening in relation to the decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the free transfer case: 

“This decision is of far-reaching impor- 
tance because it marks the checking of 
what would otherwise doubtless have become 
a gigantic monopoly controlling the entire 
system of surface railways in Greater New 
York. The people are to be congratulated 
upon the fact that the highest judicial tri- 


buna! in this State has by its decision af- 
firmed the right of every citizen to demand 
from the railroad corporations which have 
receved invaluable franchises, in most in- 
stances without adequate compensation to 
the public, to travel for a single fare of 5 
cents from his home to the destination 
which he desires to reach. 

“The fight for free transfers has been a 
long one on the part of our committee, ard 
the opposition on the part of the railroau 
corporations has been extremely bitter. In 
the beginning they resorted to every species 
of delay, and when these tactics no longer 
availed them, employed the ablest and 
most astute counsel whom they could secure 
to carry their fight into the highest courts. 

“The victory is especially gratifying to us 
as a committee because it demonstrates 
that a body of men actuated only by a 
desire to serve the public, and compelled 
to raise all of its own funds, can conduct 
a successful and rational campaign against 
corporations with abundant means to pre- 
sent their side of a litigation to the Best 
advantage, and in such fight ean secure 
the services of able and public-spirited 
members of the bar without any pecuniary 
reward. 

‘“‘In reply to the brief submitted to the 
Court of Appeals by our committee, coun- 
sel for the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pa*~ admitted that one of the results of

A brokerage house without any known 
New York Exchange connections, which 
styled itself ‘‘ The Banking House of Price, 
Adams & Co.,"" failed to open its doors at 
62 Broadway yesterday. Instead some one 
had put up a sign to the effect that pending 
a reorganization inquirers would get all the 
information they wanted at the offices of a 
lawyer. But when this lawyer heard about 
the sign he had it torn down, for he said 
that he knew nothing about the firm and 
had nothing to do with it.

From the group of somewhat 
mournful looking customers in the corridors 
it was learned that the firm had not been 
in existence very long. It was said to have 
had branch offices in various towns, as 
Philadelphia, Boston, Poughkeepsie, and 
Troy. On its windows, facing Exchange 
Place, was a big sign to the effect that the 
firm was a member of the ‘“ Consolidated 


Stock Exchange of Philadelphia.”

Justice Commits Plaintiff and Witness 
in Railroad Damage Suit. 


Just before adjournment last evening 
Justice Gaynor in the Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn committed to jail for perjury 
James Corcoran of Manhattan and William 
H. Larowe, one of Corcoran’s witnesses. 
Corcoran was suing the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company for $10,000. He alleged 
that on Dec. 2, 1902, he was injured by a 
car at Grand and Havemeyer Streets, 
Brooklyn, and that his left ankle had been 
made practically useless. Larow testified 
that he had seen the car hit Corcoran, 

The records of St. Francis’s Hospital, 
Manhattan, were produced by the attorney 
for the railroad company, and they showed 
that Corcoran had been in the hospital from 
Aug. 7, 1902, until Dec. 5, 1902, and was 
treated there for a condition of the left 
ankle exactly the same as that which he 
attributed to the alleged accident. 

It was further set up that the witness 
Larowe had visited the claim office of the 
Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company for 
the purpose of making a statement to them, 
and that he had signed one which opposed 
his testimony on the stand. Larowe de- 
nied having signed this statement, and 
Justice Gaynor had him sign his name 
twice on a separate piece of paper. The 
signatures were similar. After the case 
had been closed, Justice Gaynor got the 
consent of the two young lawyers in the 
case to dismiss it without referring it to 
the jury. 

‘‘For your own reputation,”’ said Justice 
Gaynor, “for your duty to the State and 
to this court, I believe that this is the 
right thing to do. Let this plaintiff and the 
witness Larowe be committed to jail for 
perjury. This shameless perjury is getting 
to be too common; we hear so much of it 
that when a really good case comes before 
us We are compelled to disbelieve the plaint- 
iff’s story.”’ 

‘Your honor,” said one of the lawyers, 
“this plaintiff is a sick man, and confine- 
ment in jail—’ 

* He's an infamous rascal,’ responded the

MURDER FOR $15. 


Police After Dead Mrs. Keeler’s Young 
Relative for Homicide. 

At the very beginning of their hunt for 
the murderer of Mrs. Margaret Keeler, who 
was beaten to death with a heavy bolt and 
then robbed in her flat at 82 East One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth Street on Monday, the 
police yesterday sent out a general alarm 
and order of arrest on a charge of homicide 
of Frank Furlong, a nephew of the mur- 
dered woman. Furlong is nineteen years 
old, and the son of Michael J. Furlong, a 
fireman attached to Engine Company 26, at 
Hundred and Fourteenth Street, near 
The fireman married a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Keeler. She died, and he re- 
married five years ago. Since then his 
son has not been living at his father’s home, 
and has led what the police term a shift- 
less existence. 

Police Captain Herlihy announced last 
night that the detectives on the case had 
found all the jewelry taken from Mrs. 
Keeler in the pawnshop of H. & E. Bruck- 
heimer, at 2,108 Third: Avenue. 

One of the Bruckheimers told the de- 
tectives that a man answering the descrip- 
tion of Frank Furlong went to the shop at 
4 o'clock on Monday afternoon in an ap- 
parently very excited frame of mind and 
offered all the jewelry for pledges. He 
wanted $200 on it. Bruckheimer refused 
to lend him this amount, and finally, after 
much, haggling, gave $15. 

The pawnbroker said that the man told 
him he was in urgent need of money and 
that he went away grumbling because he 
could not get more. 

No one has been found who saw young 
Furlong leave the house where the Keeler 
family lived on the day of the murder. 
But Furlong has been missing from his 
haunts ever since the deed was committed. 

The last time the police were able to find 
young Furlong was at a restaurant in 
Third Avenue and One Hundred and Twer- 
ty-second Street, where he had been seen 
late on Saturday. At the house where the 
INeeler family lived he had not been seen 
since Thanksgiving Day. According to Mrs. 
Peter Munday, the janitress, he went there 
on that day and wanted his aunt to buy a 
turkey which he said he had won at a 
raffle in a saloon. He was not admitted to 
the flat then, and went away muttering. 

Furlong was arrested a few months ago 
on a charge of having stolen a diamond 
ring from his aunt. He was discharged 
because the aunt refused to prosecute after 
the ring had been restored to her. This 
ring is among the loot that the murderer 
took away from the flat.

| WILL KILL HIM, LEE SAYS. 


Writes Threat Against Head of New 
Jersey Asylum. 


Special to The New Vork Times. 

TRENTON, Noy. 29.—Hundreds of cop- 
ies of a letter signed by William J. Lea have 
been mailed to prominent citizens here 
from Station H, New York City. In the 
letter, which charges that his Phoenix 
Works were “stolen’’ from him, and 
that he was unlawfully “imprisoned” in 
the State Insane Asylum, he says: 

“You are hereby notified that I will kill 
Garrett D. W. Vroom, the President of the 
Board of Managers of the New Jersey State 
Hospital for the Insane at Trenton. I will 
claim that the killing of Vroom is justifia- 
ble homicide and you will be subpoenaed to 
produce this notice at the trial.’ 

Lee’s wife here is prostrated by this at- 
tack on Judge Vroom, and the matter has 
been placed in the hands of the police. Lee 
defies the New Jersey authorities to take 
him from New York State soil. 

Villiam J. Lee has been before the public 
several years: In August, 1902, he 
sent letters similar to those sent Judge 
Vroom to a number of Trenton people. At 


that time he threatened the life of State 
Treasurer Frank O. Briggs, whom he ac- 
cused of interfering in some financial and 
business transactions in which Lee was 
interested. Lee was at that time in New 
York.

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MOTHER WATCHES OVER 
TWO SONS ON TRIAL 


One Accused of Wife Murder, the 
Other Charged with Burglary. 


CASES ON AT THE SAME TIME 


She Divides Her Time Between the Two 
Courts, While the Invalid Father 
Has to Stay Home. 


While Joseph Ferone, twenty-four years 
old, of 206 East Forty-fourth Street, was 
being tried by a jury before Recorder Goff 
in Part II., General Sessions, on a charge 
of murdering his wife, Lawrence Ferone, 
his sixteen-year-old brother, was put on 
trial before Judge Foster in Part I., Gerieral | 
Sessions, on a burglary charge. 

Mrs. Michael Ferone, the mother of the 
two defendants, was almost distracted with 
grief, and spent her time alternately in the 
two courtrooms to see how the trials of 
her sons were progressing. Michael Ferone, 
the father of the prisoners, was not able to 
go to the courts, as he is an invalid. 

Prison Agent Kimball said yesterday that 
Michael Ferone and his wife had six other 
children living with them at their home, 
206 East Forty-fourth Street, and owing to 
the father’s ill-health the mother had to 
work in a tailor’s shop, while the old grand- 
mother keeps house. 

Joseph Ferone is under indictment on a 
charge of having shot and killed his wife, 
Annie Ferone, on March 5 last. He has 
been tried once by a jury before Judge 
Foster, before whom his brother is now on } 
trial. At that time the jury disagreed, one 
juror standing out twenty-four hours for 
acquittal, while the remaining eleven were 
for a conviction. 

The present trial had lasted just a week 
yesterday, and there was every prospect 
that it would consume the remainder of 
the week. Assistant District Attorney Train 
is prosecuting the case, and ex-Judge Cur- 
tiss and James P. O’Connell are defending 
the prisoner. 

When Joseph Ferone’s wife was found 
dead in their home, he was traced by the 
police to Philadelphia, where they say they 
got a confession from him that he killed 
his wife because of jealousy. Detective 
Sergeant Petrosino, who traced Ferone to 
Philadelphia, was the principal witness at 
his trial yesterday. 

Lawrence Ferone, the younger brother, 
was indicted jointly with Harry Bauer, a 
seventeen-year-old District Messenger boy, 
on a charge of robbing a stable at 414 East 


Thirteenth Street on Oct. 19 of $70 worth of 
goods intrusted to Gustave E. Schmidt, an 
expressman employed at the stable. Among 
the stolen articles were 1,000 ‘‘ Union sweep- 
ers,’” valued at $28. 

Bauer pleaded guilty to the burglary and 
Was remanded for sentence. When Law- 
rence Ferone was only fourteen he was 
committed to the House of Refuge by 
Judge Newburger, in General Sessions, 
and has also been six months in the Cath- 
olic Protectory for stealing. 


GET WOMAN ROBBERY SUSPECT. 


Prisoner Scratches Policeman So Badly 
He Has to Go to Hospital. 


In the person of Mary Mulligan, about 
thirty years of age, the police of the East 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Sta- 
tion believe they have the servant who has 
been ransacking apartments in which she 
had gained employment in the upper part 
of the city for some time past. 

Mrs. Frank Hanke of 59 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth Street employed the 
woman Monday, and yesterday went out 
Shopping. On her return, some hours 
later, she found the servant on the dining- 
room floor, and near her an empty bottle 
which had contained whisky and a bundle, 
which was found to contain about $500 
worth of Mrs. Hanke’s cut glass, silver- 
ware, and bric-a-brac. 

Mrs. Hanke summoned Policeman Van 
Blarcon of the East One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth Street Station, who roused 
the woman and tried to arrest her. She 
clawed and scratched and screamed, until 


Van Blarcon got her tied up with a bit of 
sheeting and sent for a patrol wagon. At 
the station house she was locked up on a 
technical charge of intoxication. Matron 
Waldron searched her, and says she found 
two fine damask tablecloths, valued at $25, 
and two pieces of silk, valued at a like 
amount.

BEGIN IN HOTEL ASTO 


Citizens’ Industrial Alliance Holds 
lts Annual Convention. 


GROWTH OF MOVEMENT TRACED 


President Parry Says 1,000 Manufactur- 
ers Established Open Shop in 1904 
—Colorado’s Governor Defended. 


The “ open shop” idea was explained and 
unionism severely criticised at the second 
convention of the Citizens’ Industrial As- 
sociation of America, which began: yester- 
day forenoon in the Hotel Astor. The So- 
cialists also came in for left-handed com- 
pliments by some of the speakers, including 
President D, M. Parry of the association. — 

In all 224 delegates from affiliated Citi- 
zens’ Associations and alliances were pres- 
ent. A number of non-mémber. manufact- 
urers also attended, swelling the total at- 
tendance to about 450. 

Charles L. Hidlitz, President of the Build- 
ing Trades Associatic:.; Charles A. Cowan, 
a member of the latter, and Samuel B. 
Donnelly, Secretary of its General Arbitra- 
tion Board, sat at the back of the hall dur- 
ing part of the proceedings. The Employ- 
ers’ Association is committed to the union 
idea, though individually some of its mem- 
bers may believe in the open shop. 

President D. M. Parry said in his annual 
address that he had not the slightest doubt 
that if trades unionism should become 
dominant in the country all its industries 
would languish and all our streets would be 
filled with idle men. 

Matters, he declared. were becoming crit- 
ical, until a spontaneous movement arose 
among employers for the formation of local 
associations, and organizations like the 
National Association of Manufacturers be- 


gan to grapple with the situation. The re- 
sult was a reaction. 

“ Strike after strike,’’ he continued, ‘* was 
ordered, only to be lost by the unions, and 
a great check was given to trades union 
aggression from Maine to California. Shop 
after shop has been opened to the non- 
union man, and protection has been given 
him against the sluggers in most of our 
industrial centres. I believe that fully one 
thousand manufacturing’ establishments 
have in the last year abandoned the closed 
shop. I have been informed of the names 
of 250 concerns in Chicago alone that have 
done this.”’ 

Speaking of the growth of the Socialist 
vote at the last election, Mr. Parry said: 

“The growth of the Socialist Party sim- 
ply adds additional force to the necessity 
that confronts the employers to the end 
that our great individualistic form of gov- 
ernment may be maintained.” 

President J. W. Van Cleave of the Citi- 
zens’ Industrial Association of St. Louis 
sccured employers who compromised with 
unions and sacrificed the non-union man, 
As to the workers, he said: 

“No man can serve two, masters. He 
cannot give his allegiance to the walking 
delegate and at the same time render al- 
legiance to his employer. The. St. Louis 
industrial expositions cost the promoters 
$5,000,000 additional through the unions, and 
the same amount to the contractors. Labor 
unions do not deport criminals, If they say 
otherwise they lie. But they assess them- 
selves to support criminals.”* 

In the afternoon session Secretary A. C. 
Marshall read a report of the rise and 
progress of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
ciation. He was followed by Charles N. 
Chadwick, President of the New York 
Manufacturers’ Association, who spoke on 
the future of the American apprentices. 
Charles W. Post, President of the American 
Advertisers’ Association, Battle Creek, 
Mich., read a paper on industrial peace, in 
which he described how Battle Creek be- 
came free frem strikes. 

“This looks like a big proposition,” he 
said. ‘“‘The causes that led up to this 
unique condition may be interesting and 
will point to a practical solution of the 
question of permanent peace between em- 
ployers and employes, Our work people, 
merchants, lawyers, doctors, and other citi- 
zens became aroused and indignant at the 
ceo woe er we elsewhere to de- 
stroy the business of one of 
industries.”’ or. argeet 

This blow Mr. Post declared, was not 
only almed at the company, but at the in- 
dustry, and if successful would have 
thrown hundreds out of work. The cause 
of the boycott was that Mr. Post would 
not obey the order of the unions to take 
the patronage of the firm from certain 
pewapapers that declined to employ union 
abor. 

P. C. Nunemacher, President of the Louts- 
ville Master Printers’ Association, and J. C. 
Craig, President of the Citizens’ Alliance 
of Denver, were the other speakers. Mr. 
ag 3 described the Cripple Creek murders 
by the unions and defended Governor Pea- 
body for sending the troops. He said that 
there was corruption among the Democrats 
in Colorado and that on a recount it would 
be found that Gov. Peabody was elected.

Jockeys O’Connor and Mead Return 
from Engagements Abroad. 


The American jockeys, ‘‘ Winnle’’ O’Connor 
and ‘‘Tommie’’ Mead, who have been riding 
abroad since the early Spring, were arrivals in 
New York yesterday on the North German Lloyd 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II. O’Connor, who 
rode in France exclusively, was one of the most 
successful jockeys of the season on the French 
tracks, in spite of the fact that soon after his 
introduction to French racing under engagement 
to William K. Vanderbilt, he gave up his con- 
tract with the Vanderbilt stable and rode as a 
public jockey for the greater part of the season. 
He made a most favorable impression on the 
French turfmen, however, and threugh the latter 
part of the year had many mounts from the lead- 
ing stables and finished the season well up on 
the list of winning riders. O’Connor was so 
pleased with his success that he will return to 
France next Spring, with the offer of a remuner- 
ative contract.

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MINING TOWN UNDER 
HOT FIRE ALL NIGHT 


Assailants Shoot Five Hundred 
Times at Zeigler. 


FOUR GATLING GUNS REPLY 


Mine Workers’ President Denies Vio- 
lence, but Militia Is Hurried 
to Scene. 


BENTON, Ill, Nov. 29.—The mining war 
at Zeigler reached its height last night, 
when the town was fired upon from sun- 
down to daylight. It is estimated that no 
less than 500 shots were fired at the town. 

The four Gatling guns belonging to the 
coal company were turned on in full force 
in the direction from which the shots came. 

The town was completely surrounded and 
the firing came from every quarter. As- 
sistant Adjt, Gen. Reece and the Carbon- 
dale militia company arrived in Zeigler to- 
day, and Gen. Reece will remain several 
days to investigate the situation. It is 
thought that still more troops will be 
brought. 

Joseph Leiter reached Zeigler to-day with 
more miners from Chicago, Examination 
of the ground this morning showed that 
the men who were firing have powerful 
guns. They were stationed from one-half 
to three-quarters of a mile from the town, 
Aimost a bushel of empty shells of every 
size and make were found in the woods. 
A trail of blood was found on a rail fence, 
and from this it is supposed that at least 
one person was wounded. Further trouble 
is anticipated. 

While martial law has not been declared 
at Zeigler, the situation closely approaches 
it. No one not properly vouched for can 
enter the town. ‘The entire Leiter tract of 
land, containing 8,000 acres, is to be put 
under military surveillance. The position 
taken by the Franklin County officials is 
generally approved. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—John Conroy, Presi- 
dent of the local branch of the United Mine 
Workers, said to-day: 

“There is no need of soldiers at Zeigler. 
There has been no violence, nor is any an- 
ticipated. Our men are comfortably quar- 
tered at their camp and have made no 
demonstration whatever. It is presumed 
that Leiter intends importing miners from 
Pennsylvania to-day or to-morrow, and 
that he has induced Sheriff Stein to ask 
for assistance simply to have the soldiers 
to act as guards, the same as the Deputy 
Sheriffs have been doing since the strike 
began on July 10. 

“I believe Gov. Yates has been misin- 
formed as to the situaifon. The miners 
are convinced that Leiter is undertaking a 
hopeless task. Others have tried what he 
is now trying and they gave it up.”

Japanese Nobleman’s Last Philadelphia 
Day a Busy One. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—His Imperial 
Highness, Prince Fushimi of Japan, who is 
spending four days in Philadelphia, made a 
formal call upon Mayor Weaver to-day to 
express his pleasure at the warm welcome 
he and his suite received in this city. As a 
mark of his esteem the Prince presented to 
the Mayor a silver and gold vase of beau- 
tiful workmanship. '

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THE COMING STRUGGLE. 


The most interesting question before 
the people of this coufitry is, not where 
President RoosEVELT now stands in re- 
gard to tariff revision, but where he will 
stand after the 4th of March next. Un- 
less all the signs and portents are at 
fault, the President has had it in mind to 
urge upon Congress and upon the coun- 
try some amendments of the Dingley 
act. Through the channels by which the 
state of his mind and his intentions have 
hitherto come to the public knowledge, 
hints and forecasts have reached the 
people in such number and of such a 
nature as to warrant the conclusion that 
he would recommend either to this Con- 
gress or to the next a plan of revision. 
That powerful men the Republican 
Party would oppose the President if he 
embarked upon this tariff venture was 
felt‘ to be certain. The opposition has 
now manifested itself. 

Senator Hate of Maine is simply a 
forerunner of the others. He is very 
firm, altogether positive, in his hostility 
to tariff change. The language he uses 
would be accounted disrespectful to the 
President had it come from the lips of a 
Democrat. But the language is of less 
moment than the spirit. Of that, of the 
resolute purpose of Senator HaLE and 
those with whom Senator HALE has nat- 
urally been in conference to resist any 
modification of the tariff even to the 
point of breaking with the Administra- 
tion, President RoosEVELT will, because 
he must, take account. There are inti- 
mations that Senator Fryer, President 
pro tem. of the Senate, will join his col- 
league in opposing any changes in the 
tariff laws. Speaker CANNON can be 
safely counted on to join the anti-revis- 
ion cabal. Senator ALDRICH will lend his 
great influence to the “stand-pat” 
cause, and a terrific strain will be put 
upon Senator LopGr’s personal loyalty 
to the President. Senator ORVILLE H. 
Piatt of Connecticut would astonish the 
country if he failed to proclaim his un- 
dying devotion to a permanent high tar- 
iff. And there will be others, until 
President RoosrEveLtT will find himself 
in the night and solitude of the Execu- 
tive chamber, pencil in hand, apportion- 
ing the Republican representation in the 
Senate and House of Representatives be- 
tween the determined foes of revision 
and those who may be counted upon to 
support him in a policy more favorable 
to the expansion of our commerce—those 
who, in the not altogether courteous lan- 
guage of Senator HaLp, are described as 
the “ grumblers and critics of the party.” 

The struggle which now confronts him 
will more decisive test of Mr.

THE SIXTH AVENUE SUBWAY. 


The application of the New York and 
New Jersey Railroad Company for a 
franchise to extend its Hudson River 
tunnel under Tenth Street and Sixth 
Avenue to Thirty-third Street is upon its 
face an offer to confer a public benefit 
without public detriment or cost. It 
needs but the most ordinary measure of 
common sense to perceive that he who 
would oppose the granting of this fran- 
chise by the Rapid Transit Commission 
must come fortified with very good ar- 
guments indeed. The promise of the 
New Jersey company is in fact of such 
advantage to the city that it may almost 
be assumed off-hand that the Rapid 
Transit Commission, under proper safe- 
guards and conditions, will grant the 
franchise. 

If the proposed Sixth Avenue tunnel 
were to terminate at Thirty-third Street, 
if it were to have no connection with the 
city’s Subway system, and if no trans- 
fers were either accepted or given, the 
line, which in that case would be simply 
an extension of and approach to the 
company’s tunnel under the North River, 
would be of obvious public benefit. It 
would deliver within the heart of the 
business district a number of passen- 
gers, estimated at forty millions annu- 
ally, who if the extension franchise is 
not granted would be obliged to leave

THE NAVY CANTEEN. 


Admiral BARKER’S report that “the 
Navy is to be congratulated that the 
department has remained firm in exclud- 
ing wine and beer from the canteens of 
ships” doubtless expresses the senti- 
ments of the great majority of naval of- 
ficers. The present condition of things 
is a great change from the old times 
when “grog” was a constituent of the 
ration of every navy. Without doubt it 
marks a great advance. 

But we apprehend that some hasty 
thinker in the convention of the W. Cc. 
T. U., now in session at Philadelphia, 
may rush to the conclusion that Admiral 
BaRKbER’s expression in favor of the ban- 
ishment of wine and beer from the navy 
canteen is equally applicable to its ban- 
ishment from the army canteen, and 
may proceed to cite the Admiral as a 
in behalf of the abolition of the 
feature of the army post ex-

that the enlisted men, both of the army 
and of the navy, would be better off if 
they took no alcohol, except on a doctor’s 
prescription, and that temperance even 
to the point of abstinence would be the 
ideal condition for both services, and the 
condition which a commanding officer, 
anxious for the efficiency of his com- 
mand, would strive to bring about. The 
difference is that in the navy it can and 
in the army it cannot be brought about 
by orders. The commander of a ship 
can actually banish intoxicating liquor 
from the forecastle, and thus can keep 
his crew, while the vessel is at sea, 
away from temptation altogether. The 
commander of an army post can like- 
wise, though with more difficulty, ban- 
ish liquor from barracks. But when he 
has done this he has not kept his com- 
mand out of temptation. The practical 
choice, officers of the army find, is be- 
tween access to the canteen of the post 
exchange, where enlisted men are per- 
mitted to drink beer and Nght wines, 
under the supervision of their officers 
and under such restrictions as reduce 
the chances of intoxication to the mini- 
mum, and continue to hold every man 
accountable for his own sobriety, and ac- 
cess to the dives which spring up on the 
outskirts of every post unprovided with 
a canteen, where the interest of the dive 
keeper is to induce the greatest possible 
indulgence in the cheapest and vilest 
liquors, and to combine the temptations 
to drink with other temptations even 
worse. The officers of the army are 
practically unanimous in pronouncing 
for the canteen as the less of these two 
evils. 

The only way in which the enlisted 
man of the army is to be kept from the 
temptation of drinking, as the enlisted 
man of the navy can be kept by the 
fact of keeping him shut up in a ship, 
is to make him also a prisoner, and to 
confine him to barracks during the period 
of his enlistment. Some of the bolder 
spirits of the W. C. T. U, have gone the 
length of advocating this drastic meas- 
ure. But in fact, the enlisted man of 
the army is not a convict, but a volun- 
teer. He is an American freeman, sub- 
ject only to such restrictions of his free- 
dom as he submits to in entering the 
military service of his country. He will 
not enlist to be made the football of all 
the fads and fantasies which may enter 
the minds of persons who have a mis- 
sion to regulate his behavior. If he finds 
himself put in that ridiculous and hu- 
miliating position, a new and strong in- 
centive to desertion will be offered to 
him, Reports of commanding officers 
agree that this incentive, under the pres- 
ent system of regulating the United 
States Army has had a strong and bale- 
ful effect. If the army and the navy can 
be regulated according to the opinions of 
their own officers, the efficiency of each 
service in general, and its temperance in 
particular, will be greatly promoted. 


TRIAL BY JURY. 


We are confronted, in the case of the 
woman PATTERSON, accused of murder, 
with an absurd but not unusual conse- 
quence of the actual administration of 
the august institution of trial by jury. 
It seems that a juror who had already 
had two strokes.of paralysis, had anoth- 
er as soon as he was impaneled, and is 
evidently unfit to try the case. Accord- 
ingly, all the time and money thus far 
spent in securing a jury and beginning 
the trial goes for nothing and has been 
wasted. The whole trial must be begun 
anew, and the first step is the summons 
of an extra panel of 200 jurymen. 

On the face of it, this condition of 
things is very absurd. The remedy for 
it is perfectly obvious. Let the law pro- 
vide that in the not improbable event of 
the disablement of one juror, or even 
perhaps of two, during the course of a 
trial, the trial shall proceed with the 
number left and that the verdict of that 
number shall be received as the verdict 
of the jury. Why not? There is no mys- 
tical sanctity or value about the number 
twelve, nor any reason why the unanim- 
ity of ten men should not be as much re- 
spected as the unanimity of a dozen, 
Such a provision would be incorporated, 
as a matter of course, in the procedures 
of any institution intended to do busi- 
ness and worked in a businesslike man- 
ner, But the administration of justice, 
perhaps particularly in this country, is 
as far as possible from exemplifying 
such an institution. It puts premiums 
on delays and quibbles, and is practi- 
cally devoted to promoting the interest 
of lawyers whose professional interest 
and influence are paramount both on 
the bench which revises the proceedings 
of trial courts and in the Legislature 
which regulates them. Hence such a 
preposterous bungling as this of the 
Patterson case. 


PASTOR WAGNER. 


Pastor WaAGNER—he is Dr. WAGNER 
now, but the more: familiar term seems 
to fit him better—returns to his beloved 
France to-morrow. He leaves behind him 
a remarkable number of friends who 
have learned during his stay what an 
extraordinarily lovable man he is, and 
the impression he has made on the thou- 
sands he has addressed in all parts of 
the country, if less in degree, has been 
of the same kind. Affection and confi- 
dence are the sentiments he has aroused 
in all classes, and they have been 
aroused apparently in the direct ratio 
of knowledge and intimacy. It is really a 
very unusual experience he has had in 
the United States and a very unusual 
experience that he has offered to our 
people. 

We have had eminent clergymen of all 
sorts and sects from other lands among 
us, and have received some of them with 
much enthusiasm, with hearty admira- 
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earths: 
of the religious message to their fel- 
lows. But it is not easy to recall one 
who has won American hearts quite in 
the way that this modest French pastor 
has won them. He can hardly be called 
a great preacher, He certainly is not one 
in the sense that we found Pére Hyra- 
CINTHE to be when he visited us. He 
has not the musical, rich, and flexible 
voice of that notable orator, nor his 
grace of elocution, nor his command of 
finished rhetoric, nor training in the tra- 
ditions of pulpit delivery developed by 
the centuries of study and practice of 
the Catholic Church. Of style in the 
ordinary meaning of the term, the. style 
of Bishop Brooxs, of Archbishop IR=- 
LAND, of his Grace of CANTERBURY—he 
has practically none, and, speaking as 
he has done, in our tongue, mastered 
only within the past year, and wonder- 
fully mastered, too, but still rebellious, 


he could hardly employ such art as he 
may care for, Yet what may be called 
the personal success of the pastor has 
been in its way as great as the success 
of his best-known book. And it may be 
traced to the same cause, the strong and 
sustained effect of sincerity produced by 
what he says and by what he appears to 
be, as well as by his writing. 

From his first visit to the White House 
to his farewell utterances at the Mid- 
night Mission, on the east side, we think 
that this effect has been uniform. He 
hag attracted widely differing kinds of 
men, the most cultivated and critical, 
business men absorbed in their own pur- 
suits, theological professors, the mission- 
aries of the “submerged” classes, to 
say nothing of the heterogeneous crowds 
who have made up his varied audiences, 
That his vogue in a foreign land should 
reflect that in his own country, that it 
should rest equally on his speech and 
his writing, that it should have such 
scope, would seem conclusive as to the 
essential substance and depth of his 
character. He makes his appeal to gen- 
eral human interests, and it is the sweet- 
ness and soundness of his human nature 
that enforces the appeal. 

For one thing, he unquestionably has a 
penetrating and intelligent common 
sense, He is not a mere worshipper of 
the simplicity of the past, He does not 
try to make us think that conditions as 
they existed in the early days of Chris- 
tianity can be restored. He only pleads 
with us to deal with the conditions of to- 
day in the spirit of the early days. He 
puts emphasis on the starting point and 
on the aim, not on the pathway, We 
may say of him that he does not seek to 
re-form individuals or society; he seeks 
to form them in their actual surround- 
ings through the influence of the primal 
ideas and qualities which he believes to 
fit all times and all environments and 
to be lasting. We are aware that this is 
by no means a novel ideal, that it is in 
varying degree the ideal which nearly all 
moral and religious teachers instinctive- 
ly tend to adopt. But it is pretty clear 
that Pastor WaGner is peculiarly in- 
spired by it, and that he has rare gifts 
for the inspiration of others. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-It is very probably true, as Mr. F. B. 
THURBER gently intimated in the letter we 
printed yesterday, that more than a few of 
the people who are now exclaiming angrily 
over the Subway advertisements as bar- 
barous blemishes on the artistic decorations 
of the stations, make their moan in the 
hope of proving an aesthetic sensitiveness 
of which they really haven’t a trace, Prob- 
ably true, too, is it that if these people 
had not been told that these advertisements 
are unsightly things they would have been 
long in discovering the fact for themselves, 
and would, in the meantime, have viewed 
them as interesting, if not distinctly ad- 
mirable, and, on the whole, an improve- 
ment on the original severity of the station 
walls. Humbug, like humbugs, is abundant 
in the world, and nothing brings more of 
it into sight than the desire to seem familiar 
with and appreciative of—Art. But we 
must part company with Mr. THURBER 
when he hints that the campaign against 
Subway advertising is a mere product of 
newspaper suggestion, itself the conse- 
quence of a desire to monopolize the profits 
of publicity, and that the popularity of the 
campaign is due to the unpopularity of cor- 
porations,. The war was not begun by the 
newspapers, but by the artist folk, and it 
has since been treated as news, like any 
other war. We confess, however, that it 
was as an etymologist that Mr. THurser 
interested us most. According to him, the 
misguided persons who dislike corporations, 
“when they reflect, will realize that the 
word ‘corporation’ means ‘ co-operation.’ ” 
It may be, but we have our doubts. We 
have ourselves reflected and cannot realize 
Since when did our correspondent look up 
the derivation of those two words, and on 
what authority does he rest his most sur- 
prising claim? Unquestionably, incorporat- 
ors in the commercial sense do co-operate 
with each other; they also take three meals 
a day~when they can get them—and in 
numberless other ways exert their energies 
and abilities, but, so far as we know, it 
would be as safe to say that “ corporation ” 
means “ driving a neighbor’s chickens out 
of the garden” as to say that it means 
“co-operation.” It is a great pity, there- 
fore, that Mr. THURBER was not content to 
maintain his noble cause without any ex- 
cursion into the domain of philology. There 
his discoveries remind us a good deal of 
those made by the amiable Mrs. Eppy,. 


—Ig the private trolley car to displace 
the yacht as a means of locomotion for 
well-to-do pleasure-seekers? An enthusi- 
ast writing in The St. Louls Globe-Demo- 
crat so declares, and he describes cars of 
this kind, arranged with a sleeping apart- 
ment, a living room, a kitchen, and a din- 
ing room, that at least promise comforta- 
ble and interesting journeys to those who 
own or hire them. “ Their cost,” he says, 
“being so far below that of the private 
car on steam railroads, they are quite 
within the reach of persons who can’t af- 
ford the ethers. When the electrical lines 
become more numerous and more gener- 
ally connected, private trolley cars may 
be expected to appear in flocks; they are 
less expensive than the smaller yachts. 
They only require a ‘crew’ of two—three, 
including the cook. They are preferable 
to automobiles, being safer, more comforta- 
ble, and moving with greater speed. The 
landscapes to be seen from their windows 
are as interesting, and the occupants have 
the time to look at them, while the auto- 
mobilist, who must watch his vehicle, . 


‘Phat to en -you have to stay on the 
; whereas the trolley car can go near- 
ly everywhere that the yacht does and a 
thousand other places besides.” We had 
ourselves noticed and regretted the restric- 
tion of yachting to regions where water is 
present in considerable quantities, and 
were aware that trolley cars can go where 
yachts are rigorously excluded, but we are 
not yet ready to admit that the trolley car 
can go “nearly everywhere” that the 
yacht does. That seems to us an exaggera~- 
tion. However, we are not at all hostile to 
the idea of private trolley cars, and, in the 
days not far distant when the whole coun- 
try will be closely reticulated by trolley 
lines, a tour in one of them would be 23 
way not half bad of spending a vacation of 
considerable length. Even the public cars, 
despite their cruel crowding and their fre- 
quent delays, attract in Summer thousands 
and thousands who travel on them only for 
the travel’s sake. The private car, able, 
after the necessary formalities with traf- 
fic managers, to go to most places where 
yachts cannot go, would provide an ad- 
mirable means of getting from town to 
town rapidly or slowly, as inclination de- 
cided, 


—To Japan's complaint that British deal- 
ers in various commodities are helping the 
Russians to Japan's detriment, the Britons 
reply that they are quite impartial, so far 
as “doing ‘business’ is concerned, and 
that as a matter of fact they sold much 
more to the Japanese in the early stages 
of the war than they have sold to the Rus- 
sians in the later. They do not, of course, 
pretend that the difference was due to love 
of Japan or to hatred of Russia. It was 
merely a question of opportunity—and 
profits. In all such cases the nations at 
war are vehement in their insistence on & 
strict interpretation of neutrality laws as 
against the enemy, but the interpretation 
can never be too loose as regards them- 
selves, 


THE EVILS OF FOOTBALL. 


Overexploitation One Cause — Abolition 
of Gate Receipts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An editorial in THe Times of Noy. 28 
points out the obvious evils that have 
arisen in connection with intercollegiate 
football, and concludes that, in order to 
eliminate these evils the game itself must 
be discontinued. But there are many per- 
sons who see these evils as clearly as you 
do, and yet feel that the game has good 
features that should not be lost in a gen- 
eral abolition. 

Furthermore, the attendance at recent 
games hardly bears out your statement 
that “ grown people are prepared to avoid 
football matches as they Would the pest”; 
while your broad assertion that “ parents 
who watch over their young daughters hesi- 
tate to allow them to visit the field of 
sordid carnage” is entirely at variance 
with my experience of parents. To expect 
the game to die a natural death through the 
apathy or the condemnation of the pub- 
lic seems to me, then, a vain hope. 

I believe, moreover, that the evils have 
been enormously stimulated by the news- 
papers, which not only give long and elab- 
orate accounts of the games played, but 
‘n daily bulletins from the practice fields 
exploit the individual players and the va- 
rious teams. We even have publications 
devoted almost entirely to the exploitation 
of amateur sport. 

I do not now blame the press, although 
from your editorial I should judge that the 
news of football games was not “fit to 
print’’; undoubtedly the exploitation is in 
response to a public demand. But I main- 
tain that the curbing of the newspapers 
would do more to reform football than any 
other one thing. As te the matter of gate 
receipts, it would be an enormous gain if 
they could be abolished. College football 
would not cease to exist if deprived of gate 
receipts; it flourishes now at West Point 
and Annapolis. It is rumored that Presi- 
dent Eliot intends to have gate receipts 
for all athletic contests on Harvard grounds 
abolished, at least so far as college students 
are concerned. This is a proposition that 
deserves encouragement and a fair trial.

In addition to purely commercial reasons 
why the Boutell bill providing for untaxed, 
denaturized alcohol should be passed, there 
is another reason which hus received little 
notice. The present demand for such an 
article is, as every one knows, supplied by 
wood alcohol; and wood alcohol is cheap 
only because untaxed. 

But besides its other deadly qualities, 
wood alcohol in its manufacture is destroy- 
ing acres upon acres of the finest hard 
wood forest; leaving barren tracts of de- 
nuded hills, diminishing the flow, and with 
its vile refuse polluting the streams which 
form the head waters of our rivers. 

The passage of the Boutell bill would ef- 
fectually put an end to all, or the most of 
this vandalism by making it unprofitable. 
And if there is opposition to the bill the 
public ought to know where it comes from, 
and what it means. I & D.

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“NO TARIFF CHANGES SOON. 
Speaker Cannon Expects No Revision at 


the Approaching Session. 


Special to The New York Tazes. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Speaker Can- 
non visited the Capitol to-day and talked 
regarding tariff revision with characteristic 
frankness and bluntness. He evidently does 
not expect that any movement will be made 
at the approaching session to disturb exist- 
ing conditions. When questioned on this 
point he said: 

** Well, now, there is no hot box in this 
extra session and tariff revision proposi- 
tion. Since the election public sentiment 
has beea ‘running empties,’ as the rail- 
roaders say, and had to fill up with some- 
thing, which accovnts for a lot of talk 
about tariff revision and extra session. 

“Looking around over the Middle West, 
from Ohio to Nebraska, I find that there is 
a lot of contentment and good times. Out 
in Illinois people are glad they are alive 
and doing well. Even the Democrats, as 
they view the present and see the reason- 
able foundations of hope for the future, 
are glad that the election came out as it 
did. 

“There are magnificent crops, the rail- 
roads cannot move them, although they 


are rushing orders for additional rolling 
stock. A large portion of the corn will have 
to be cribbed and carried over till next 
because the growers cannot get it 


June, 
Lord! but the country is just 


to market, 
plumd prosperous! 

“I spoke my little piece a good many 
times during the campaign. It was always 
the same tune—‘ Let well enough alone. 
But I am not called upon to give my views 
on tariff revision and extra session now, 
and it would not be appropriate for me to 
do so. It is the President's time to talk. 
The Constitution ccmmands him to com- 
municate to Congress his views at stated 
times, and at other times we may expect 
him to say his say. Until he does I have 
nothing to say. 

‘* We have three months in which to think 
it over, and I allow there will be consider- 
able talking, up one side and down the 
other, of the propenices before action is 
taken. We will have our hands full to pass 
the money bills at the coming session. The 
expenditures have to be sawed off at even 
lengths with the receipts, and that will 
keep us busy for some time. We will get 
around to tariff and extra session in due 
season.”’ 

Mr. Cannon will confer with the Repub- 
lican leaders during the week as well as 
with the President, but there is no reason 
for the belief that any movement will be 
made at this session of Congress to make 
changes in existing tariff rates. It is known 
that the annual message of the President 
is completed and ready for presentation, 
and that it contains no recommendation 
whatever in regard to changing present 
tariff schedules. The message will go to 
Congress next Monday, and, while circum- 
stances may require changes to be made 
it is not expected that conferences that will 
be held this week will induce the President 
to change his determination to let the dis- 
cussion of tariff revision go over until the 
meeting of the Fifty-ninth Congress. 

Between calls of friends at his room, 
Speaker Cannon managed to have short 
conferences with members of the Appropri- 
ations Committee in relation to the expend- 
itures for the coming fiscal year. The sub- 
committee having charge of the Executive, 
Legislative, and Judicial bill igs in session, 
and “Uncle Joe”? admonished Gen. Bing- 
ham, who is Chairman of that sub-division, 
carefully to scrutinize all appropriations 
that _ were directed to take money from 
the Treasury. 

The membezs of the River and Harbor 
Committee were also admonished to keep 
an eye on the items that will be urged for 
insertion in that measure. The Speaker is 
confident that appropriations will be held 
within proper bounds at the approaching 
session. The money needed to carry on the 
Government in all its branches will be pro- 
vided, regardless of the aggregate, but 
Speaker Cannon says those who expect 
great prodigality will be grievously disap- 
pointed. 

President Roosevelt had as his guests at 
dinner at the White House to-night Attor- 
ney General Moody and Speaker Joseph G, 
Cannon of the House of Representatives. 
They remained with the President until 
after 10 o’clock, discussing various sub- 
jects of current publio interest. It was the 
first opportunity Mr. Cannon has had to 
talk with the President since the election. 


TALE OF PRESIDENT’S TURKEY. 


Bird Was Dead, So the Children Couldn't 
Have Maltreated It. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—William Loeb, 
Jr., secretary to the President, to-day issued 
an official statement denying that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's children had cruelly treated 
the Thanksgiving turkey sent to the Presi- 
dent by Mr. Vose of Rhode Island. In the 
statement Mr. Loeb gays: 

“The President’s attention has just been 


called to a news item which contains an 
account of supposed maltreatment by his 
children of the Thanksgiving turkey which 
Mr. Vose kindly sent to the White House, in 
accordance with his annual custom. The 
article states that the children released the 
turkey and chased it all over the White 
House grounds, plucking at it and teasing 
it, and yelling and laughing, until the 
bird was well-nigh exhausted, while the 
President looked on and laughed. 

‘“‘As a matter of fact, the turkey was 
dressed when Mr. Vose sent it, and was 
used for Thanksgiving dinner. There was 
a bronze live turkey sent from Milwaukee. 
This turkey. was never taken out of its 
box, but was shipped to Oyster Bay because 
of its beauty, and is living peaceably with 
the rest of the inhabitants of the barn- 
yard. No such incident as that recounted 
has ever taken place since the President 
has been in the White House, and nothing 
in the remotest degree resembling it has 
ever taken place.” 

Secretary Loeb, after the statement had 
been issued, said: 

‘*No attention would have been paid to 
this attack if it had been upon the Presi- 
dent personally, but as it has been extended 
to members of his family, he feels that he 
ought to reply to it.” 


Italy Approves Arbitration Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Italy has ac- 
cepted the invitation of the American Gov- 
ernment to conclude an arbitration treaty, 
and Baron Mayor des Planches, the Italian 


Ambassador, called at the State Depart- 
ment to deliver the message of his Govern- 
ment and request that the convention be 
prepared for signature. The treaty will be 
almost identical with those already 
pleted between France and Germany.

GUESSING CONTESTS ILLEGAL 


Attorney General Holds They Are Lote 
teries—Postmaster Wynne to Con- 
sider Each Case on Its Merits. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The appoint- 
ment, of a representative of this Govern- 
ment on the tribunal which is to examine 
into the firing upon the British trawlers 
by the Baltic fleet and a report from At- 
torney General Moody that he had decided 
against the legality of the guessing con- 
tests in newspapers and magazines and held 
them to be illegal were considered at a 
meeting of the Cabinet after President 
Roosevelt's return this morning. 


The President, who arrived in town at 7% 
o'clock, plunged into hard work as soon as 
he had breakfasted and was deep in it until 
the hour appointed for the Cabinet meeting. 

In regard to the selection of a high naval 
officer to serve on the Dogger Bank trib- 
unal, several names were canvassed, and it 
was believed that the person appointed 
would be either Rear Admiral Davis, Rear 
Admiral Chadwick, or Rear Admiral Sands, 
Admiral Dewey having intimated that he 
did not desire the appointment. 

Rear Admiral Sands also has requested 
that his name be not considered for the 
<ommission, and his wishes will be ob- 
served. Rear Admiral Sigsbee is among the 
three names now under consideration. The 
fact that Rear Admiral] Davis speaks 
French fluently is pointed out as one rea- 
son for his fitness for the appointment, as 
a part of the hearings before the commis- 
sion probably will be in French. 

Attorney General Moody’s decision against 
the guessing contests was rendered in re- 
Sponse to a request from Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wynne that he inquire into their legal- 
ity. Mr. Moody holds that the 80-called 
guessing contests are lotteries, and that 
only a few of the people who invest money 
in the various schemes can ever realize 
anything. He quotes a decision of the New 
York Court of Appeals to the effect that 
““ where a scheme lacks the elements of a 
legitimate business enterprise it is a lottery 
within the meaning of the statute.”

COAL ROAD HEARING. 


Strike Commission’s Decision Said to 
Have Put Anthracite Up. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The final hear- 
ing by the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion in the matter of the complaint of Will- 
lam R. Hearst against the coal carrying 
roads was begun here to-day. ' 

P. Blauvelt, controller of the Erie Rail- 
road, furnished statistics showing the ex- 
pense attached to the handling of empty 
cars, @ factor not usually taken into ac- 
count in making estimates of the cost of 
operating a coal carrying road. Figures 
showing the amount o? the passenger and 
—— traffic on the Erie Railroad, as well 
as the cost of operating the road, were put 
in evidence, In recent years, it was stated, 
there has been a large increase relatively 
in the labor account of the road. The cost 
of fuel in 1903, when there was a fallin off 
in the gross earnings of the road, had been 
higher by $700,000 than in 1902, Responding 
to a question by Chairman Knapp, Mr. 
Blauvelt asserted that in the matter of 
labor there had been a reduction in its 
ew with a corresponding increase in 
cost. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Shearn, Mr 
Blauvelt admitted that last year’s coal 
business on the Erie was the most profit- 
able of any year save 1903, 

Mr. Blauvelt could not say that the selling 
price of coal had been tncreased more than 
the cost. It was a fact, however, that the 
decision of the Anthracite Coal Strike Com- 
mission had caused an increase of 50 cents 
a ton in the cost of anthracite coal. This 
increase, however, he explained, applied 
only to certain months In the year, ant was 
chargeable directly to labor. The hearing 
was adjourned until to-morrow. 


FARMS FOR URBAN ITALIANS. 


The Baron Des Planches’s Plan to Bene. 
fit His Fellow-Countrymen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—A step toward 
the solution of the ‘Italian problem” is to 
be made within a few months by Baron 
Mayor des Pianches, the Italian Ambassa- 
dor. Soon after Congress adjourns he is to 
make a trip through Florida, Loufsiana, 
and Texas with a view to investigating 
the practicability of dispersing city Ital- 
ians into rural communities, 

The Baron has made a study of Italian 
conditions in New York and believes that 
the better classes there are handicapped 
by the presence of a lawless element. He 
finds that the latter are greatly in the mi- 
nority, but are numerous enough to injure 
the prospects of their industrious and law- 
abiding compatriots. 

In the South, where the problem of im- 
proving industrial conditions and getting 
reliable labor to replace the shiftless negro 
kind is pressing, there is a desire to get 
Italians of the better class, and some rail- 
roads whose lines operate in Southern 
States propose to furnish tracts of land to 
Italian farmers at reasonable rates and en- 
able them to build cottages, to be paid for 
on easy terms. 


ODELL NAMES NO JUDGES. 


Governor Leaves Albany — Will Come 
Here Next Week. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—Governor-Chairman 
Odell left the city at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon, when he took the train for his home 
in Newburg. Before going he said that 
he expected to be in New York during the 
latter part of the week and to return here 
next Monday or Tuesday. 

Contrary to expectation the Governor did 
not announce appointments to fill any of 
the vacancies on the Supreme Court bench, 
and it is believed that he will not do so un- 
til he returns here next week, 

He declined to discuss the United 
States Senatorship, and, so far as can be 
ascertained, gave no assurances to those 
who called to advocate the appointment of 
certain Supreme Court candidates. The 
Judgeships to be filled by the Governor are 
two in the Court of Appeals and three on 
the Supreme Court, trial bench, in-the Sec- 
ond, Third, and Seventh Judicial Districts 
respectively.

MME. JANAUSCHEK DEAD. 


Famous Actress Dies at Brunswick 
Home After Long Illness. 


AMITYVILLE, L. L, Nov. 29.—Mme. 
Janauschek, the famous actress, died at the 
Brunswick Home here last night. She was 
seventy-seven years old. About four years 
ago she had a stroke of paralysis, and since 
then had been gradually failing. She had 
been in the home here for several months. 
The arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been made. 

Francesca Romana Magdalena Janau- 
schek was born May 10, 1827, in Prague, 
and entered the Prague Conservatory in 
1842 to study vocalization and the Italian 
language. At the age of eighteen years 
she was engaged, on an eight-year con- 
tract, to fill an important place in the Stadt 
Theater of Frankfort-on-the-Main. Janau- 
schek remained at Frankfort eleven years; 
then was a star for three years; then was 
a “royal actress” at the Dresden Court 
Theatre, under the patronage of King John 
of Saxony, for another three years. Three 
years more were passed in “starring” in 
the Continental theatres before she came to 
America. Max Maretzek had the New York 
Academy of Music in the Fall of 1867 for 
Italian opera. Fanny Janauschek acted 
there on the “ off nights’ in German trag- 
edy. Comparatively few persons went to 
see her, but upon all who did go she made a 
lifelong impression. Three years later 
Janauschek acted in English for the first 
time on the same stage. Augustin Daly 
was her manager for fourteen experimental 
representations in this city and others else- 
where. Among the plays were ‘‘ Deborah,” 
“Mary Stuart,” “‘ Fazio,” ‘“‘Come Here,” 
and ‘“ Macbeth.” Excepting Charlotte 
Cushman’s Lady Macbeth, hers is reputed 
to have had no equal on our stage. 

In a few years Janauschek’s greatness 
was known to the public. Her performance 
of the mother in the German domestic 
drama called by her “ Mother and Son” 
was a beautifully finished work of her 
later years. No longer ago than 1885 she 
crowded the big Grand Opera House with 
“Mary Stuart” and other plays. Her lat- 
est appearances were in 1895 and 1896 in 


“The Great Diamond Robbery,” a play 
that under ordinary circumstances would 
not have been inviting to a great actress, 
but Janauschek by the dignity of her art 
imbued it with those qualities which at- 
tract attention and cause it to be remem- 
bered. 

Her first paralytic attack came in this 
city on July 18, 1900. With the full consent 
of the actress her jewels and costumes 
were sold in October, 1903, at the old Hil- 
ton mansion, and enough money was se-

BREEDING STOCK SOLD 
AT OLD GLORY AUCTION 


Young Trotters and Pacers 
Brought a Good Average at Sale. 


GENTRY FARM’S DISPERSAL 


Offering of McKinney’s Progeny in Mad- 
ison Square Garden Produced Sharp 
Competition by Breeders. 


Breeding stock made up the greater part 
of the 125 trotters and pacers that passed 
through the sales ring at the ‘‘ Old Glory”’ 
horse auction in Madison Square Garden 
yesterday, but nevertheless the high aver- 
age of the offering was maintained straight 
through, and at the close of the selling 
last night $44,600 had been added to the 
total of the sale, bringing the amount of the 
sale to date up to $417,235. 

The attendance continued large, and the 
bidding was brisk straight through the day, 
the fastest and sharpest competitions of 
the offering coming in the afternoon, when 
one of the most important consignments of 
the auction, the stock of H. B. Gentry’s 
stock farm of Bloomington, And., went into 
the ring. Mr. Gentry made the announce- 
ment in consigning the horses to the sale 
that, as he had been induced to sell his 
McKinney, the only sire that he felt he 
could be satisfied with, he had determined 
to retire from breeding, and so threw all 
his trotters and pacers on the market. Mr. 
Gentry achieved a record with his sale, as 
of the forty head catalogued from the 
Gentry farm every one was exhibited in 
the ring and sold, the entire consignment 
bringing a total of $25,320, an average of 
$630.37, 

The top price realized for the day was 
for the trotting stallion Ed Winter, (2:12%,) 
nine years old, which William Bradley se- 
cured for $2,100 Mr. Bradley is the man 
who last week bought the champion trot- 
ting team Point Dexter and Wild Wilton. 
The young stock of the Gentry lot sold 
amazingly well, big figures being obtained 
for both yearlings and weanlings. The best 
sold of the young trotters was Henry Mc- 
Kinney, yearling trotter by McKinney, 
which went to I. H. Supplee of Rosemount, 
Penn., for $1,825. Another of the big prices 
was $1,550 for C. W. Marks of Washington 
Court House, Ohio, for Wallace McKinney, 
also a yearling. 

The purchases by foreign buyers in most 
cases have been made through American 
horsemen, acting as agents, and a number 
of sales of American trotters and pacers 
for Europe have not been announced. At- 
tention was called to the fact yesterday, 
however, when it was found that with the 
stallion Idolita, to be shipped to-day to his 
new owner, Prince J. A. Smith of Berlin, 
on the steamship Maine, will go two other 
stallions, one of them Prince Revelstroke, 
for Italy, bought at private sale, and seven 
mares from the Old Glory sale for Aus- 
tria.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Irregular; Call Money Easy, 
3@3 1-2 Per Cent. 


Btocks Move Uncertainly Without Any 
Especial Information Regard- 
ing Values. 


Since the money market is the point of 
chief interest both to believers and dis- 
believers in continuance of the present 
good security market, it is interesting to 
note in the first place that Monday’s 
maximum rate was not reached yester- 
day, and that neither the foreign nor 
domestic money or exchange market in- 
dicated its immediate recurrence. Do- 
mestic exchange denoted continuance of 
the tendency of cash toward this centre, 
and the apparent satiety of Berlin’s de- 
mand for gold led to lower prices again 
for bullion in London. Both the Paris 
and Berlin exchange rates indicated less 
tendency to draw upon London, which 
is almost equally direct relief to this 
market. Sterling remained below the 
gold export point, and all indications 
were favorable in this respect; but there 
were heard suggestions in good quarters 
that unexpected demands upon idle cash 
were likely to become pressing soon in 
proportions not generally suspected, 

Canadian Pacific, Reading, and Na- 
tional of Mexico were among railways 
making reports better than any of the 
tips passed upon the sidewalk. Iron 
prices are still rising, with even better 
news regarding orders and consumption. 
Cotton fell to the year’s lowest for the 
cheerfullest of reasons—ample supply, 
despite the contentions of the crop ex- 
perts, who find new arguments corre- 
sponding to each latest change of their 
market position. The produce markets 
were of similar character for similar 
reasons regarding wheat, and for sym- 
pathetic considerations regarding corn. 

The day’s news was therefore nega- 
tively rather than affirmatively favora- 
ble, there being no especial reason for 
decided movement, and anything more 
indecisive would be difficult to imagine. 
Stocks which were strongest on Monday 
were conspicuous in the relapse yester- 
day, for example, Colorado Fuel, Illinois 
Central, Louisville, and others, Excep- 
tion must be made of Steel common, 
which continued its rise to the year’s 
maximum, upon extraordinary volume 
of business. Sugar was among the 
weaker stocks of Monday which turned 
strong, and new favorites were Central, 
Pennsylvania, and Toledo, St. Louis and 
‘Western. Cast Iron Pipe was conspic- 
uous for strength among industrials, 
and Metropolitan showed recuperation. 
These are shining exceptions, but it is 
mot possible to call the market as good 
as it seemed on Monday. The bond mar- 
ket continues in large volume and good 
tone, with Steel 5s among the leaders, 
and relatively stronger than the pre- 
ferred.
